It has been apparent that 
many black public offic-

Upon analysis, this is a 
shocking approach for any 
public official to pursue, 
in my opinion. 

It may very well be help- 
ing to prolong and evento 
heighten the turmoil be- 
tween the races. 

The political route to 
achieve an excellent so- 
ciety ig much to be pre- 
ferred to the violent route 
of anarchy and riots. Po- 
larization and segmen- 
tation lead to hate and vi- 
olence, when the direction 
should be the other way-- 
toward a genuine commu- 
nity of public interest that 
outweighs any separate 
interest, 

There always will be-- 
and properly--a large a- 
mount of parochialism in 
an elected or appointed 
public official. The pol- 
itical system is built on 
the premise that the lar- 
ger body--society it- 
self--chooses repres- 
entatives, and these rep- 
resentatives reflect the 
society. 

But they must also lead 
the society as well as re- 
flect it- they must temper 
their parochialsm with a 
broadness of view and 


concept that taken into ac- 
count the overall good of 
the total socfety. 

Why should there be 
black judges and black 
congressmen, any more 
than white judges or white ‘ 
congressmen? 

If a white public official 
would conduct his public 
trust so that the white 
community would benefit 
at the expense of others, 
then there would be riot- 
ing in the streets--and 
lugre ims Deen, parciy for 
those reasons. 

Yet this is precisely 
what Mr. Millender ts ad- 
vocating for the Negro 
officeholder - - ‘‘to ful- 
fill hia duties so the black 
community benefits from 
his acts.” 

The argument againat ’ 
double standards for 
blacks and whites prac- 
tices too long by too many 
Americans, has come full 
cycle. 

I would argue inatead for 
a single standard, as 
spelled out by our found- 
ing fathers--fair and 
equal treatment for all, 
justice for all. 

That’s a high order, and 
a tough one to fill.’ Our 
nation has fallen short in 
many ways from these 
goals, and so have indi- 
viduals who have assumed 
public trust, 

But you can’t reach any 
goal unless you try. 

“The special role” of 
black politicians, in my 
opinion is not to serve 
blacks, but to serve all 
of us. After all, Negroes 
are people, too. And so 
are whites,
